Durisg #4 iate State Convention
ol the Yousng People's Christian En=
deavor Union, held in Seattle, Wash,,
every hompidable home was. of
course, willing to shelter and help
entertain the numerous delegutes,
Among those who thus offered the
hospitality of their homes was o gen-
tleman having an elegant home on
Boacon Hill, who, for the want of &
better namo and for the purpose of
the story, will be callad Black,
White, or any other color.

In assigning the delegates, the
committee came across the Bencon
Hill name, and trasting to fate that
no offense would be given, five Si-
wnshes, from the Puyallup reserva-
tion, who were among the delegutes,
were sent to that address. When the
tribe arrived with thelr parapher-
nalla there was consternation in the
household, bat the good people took
them In with true Christian «pirit.
The Indians were ushered mcross the
threshold, and they stalked along in
true aboriginal style, one after the
other,until the first parlorwas reach-
ed, where the floors were Ingrain tiling
o polished wood, smooth as glass.
When one of the women, who was in
the lead, set her foot on the smouth,
polished floor, her fect flaw out from
under her and she went down with &
thud. The other four, two squaws
and two men, immediately took
warning and refused to budge. They
stood a8 If glued to the apot, and
their rigid, stoic figures took on the
appearance of tobacco signs.

After that the Indians could not
be conxed Into the house—except for
dinner—and they spent the time for
the next few days squatting under
the trees, holding councils of war.
It is nlso related that at night they
were 80 afrald of these smooth Hloors
that they would enter the house on
their hands and knees: Thoy were
happy when the convention closed,
for they were of the firm convietion
that an attempt had been mude to
malm and Injure them-that ihey
were victims of a deep laid conspir~
acy.

An Uunderground City.

The Russians have made o singie
Iar discovery In Centrul Asla, Il
T'urkestan, on the right bank of the
Amou Daris, Is n chain of rocky hills
near the Bokharun town of Kurkl,
and a numnber of large caves which,
apon examination, were fouml to
leud to an underground city, built
apparently long before the Christian
era. According to effigles, Inscrip-
tions and designs upon the gold and
silver money unearthed from among,
the ruins, the existence of the towmw
dates back to some two centuries B.
C.  The underground Bokharan city
is about two versts long, and is com-
posed of an enormous labyrinth of
corridors, streeta and squares, sur-
rounded by houses and other build-
Ings two or three stories high. The
editices contain all kinds of domestie
utensils, pots, urns, vases, and so
forth. In some of the streets fulls
:{I oarth undbroek lu::' lob-t:ucted

® passages, but, generally, the vis-
itor can walk about freely withoutso
much as lowering his head .

The high degree of civilization at-
tained by the inhabitants of the city
Is shown-by the fact that they bLuilt
in neveral stories, by the symmutry
of the streets and squares, uud by
the beauty of the baked clay and
metal utensils, and of the ornaments
and coins which have been found. It
is supposed that long centuries ago
this city, so carefully concealed in
the bowels of the earth, provided aun
entire population with a refuge from
the Incurslons of momadic suvuges
and robbers.

Influence of imaginatien.
